3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are drawn 
to a composition of two probes, one BCR and one ABL, which probes are separately labeled and 
of sufficient length to be specifically detected in cytogenetic analysis. The prior art probes of 
Kawasaki, while represented by a BCR and ABL probe, are not separately labeled and would not 
be of sufficient length to meet the functional test of specific detection. The other cited prior art 
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does not suggest the synthesis of longer BCR or ABL probes, nor is there specific suggestion in 
the cited prior art for a dual labeled probe for the detection of the Philadelphia chromosome.
